“Now, therefore, I, Woodrow 
Wilson, president of the United 
States of America, do hereby 
proclaim and declare that an ex- 
traordinary occasion requires 
the eongress of the United 
States to convene in extra ses- 
sion at the capitol in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, on the 19th 
day of May, 1919, at 12 o’clock 
noon, of which all persons who 
shall at that time be entitled to 
act as members thereof are 
hereby required to take notice. 

“Given under my hand and 
the seal of the United States of 
America the 7th day of May, in 
the year of our Lord, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and nineten, 
and of the independence of the 
United States:-the one hundred 
and forty-third.

punishment severe enough to deter 
a soldier from any infraction of the 
law. 

“Again, provision is made in the 
regulations for the shortening of a 
convicted man’s sentence in the dis- 
ciplinary barracks, upon evidence of 
good conduct. Statistics recently 
compiled of the Fort Leavenworth 
barracks, for instance, show that 
out of 1,200 cases the average sen- 
tence per man was eight years. By 
good behavior most of these were 
reduced to something over five 
months on the average. 

“Now that the war is over a clem- 
ency board has been established in 
Washington, the duties of which 
will be to take up all cases of ex- 
treme severity and arrange for com- 
mutation or pardon where it is ad- 
visable. Justice is thus assured to 
men who may have been harshly 
sentenced. 

Mistakes of Leniency. 

“Just as there were mistakes and 
perhaps instances of undue severity, 
so were there shortcomings on the 
side of leniency. I know of one man 
who was found guilty of killing an- 
other man with his fist. He was 
deprived of three days’ pay. 

“Naturally there were imperfec- 
tions’ in the working out of the 
army courts, but on the whole the 
machinery was very good. There 
are perhaps two suggestions which 

[ could make for the improvement 
of the court-martial system. One is

ECONOMIC RULES 
MADE FOR GERMANY. 


“Sec. 8, Economic Clauses and 


Customs: For a period of six months

This special inducement of 
the war department has caused a 
great many recruits to enlist for a 
period of one year, during which 
time they will have ample time to 
study and travel at the govern- 
ment’s expense, in as much as they 
are allowed to choose not only the

“The Azores islands, proposed as 
a mid-Atlantic respite for the trans- 
ocean airplane flight, have been an 
oceanic half-way house ever since 
Columbus halted there to offer 
thanks for his success upon his way 
home after discovering America,” 
says a bulletin from the National 
Geographic society. 

“Farthest from a continent of any 
Atlantic island group, the islands 
lie 830 miles west of Cape da Roca, 
Portugal, and more than a thousand 
miles southeast of Newfoundland. 
nearest North American land. 


“Volcanic eruptions and 
quakes, while the former were ac- 
tive, made the Azores objects of 


scientific interest akin to 
evinced in the now famous Mt. Kat- 
mai region in Alaska. Suboceanic 
eruptions, sometimes Piling up 
islands which soon disappeared, 
were characteristic phenomena. One 
early description of such an event 
tells how the earth and waters were 
rocked for eight days by 
of fire that seemed to sweep the 
sea’s surface and consume 
clouds, spewing enormous masses of 
earth and “rock.

COUNTY WILL ERECT 
BOYS’ REFORMATORY 


The alma and juvenile committee 
of the county commission, of which 
Paul @& Etheridge is chairman, was 
empowered Wednesday to begin at 
onee definite plans for erection of 
@ reformatory for white boys on Ba- 
ker’s Ferry road to take the place 


of the present building at Hapeville. 
The resolution adopted by the 
board provides that the Fulton coun- 
ty industrial farm, white division, 
be removed from its present location 
near Hapeville to the county’s prop- 
erty on Baker’s Ferry road, and a 
three-story brick building with a 
capacity of 200 warde built on the 
lot where the old Wilson home now 
atands. And that the alms and ju- 
venile s¢eommittee to have au- 
to select plans and 
the eonstruction of the 
building at once. The super- 
intendent of the reformatory is in- 
structed to begin grading and mak- 
ing other necessary advancements, 
while the superintendent of the col- 
ored division is to begin making 
brick for the main building as soon 
as it can be arranged. 


To Sell Tract. 


It is the plan of the commisisoners 
to sell the present tract at Hapeville, 
as a whole or in subdivision lots, 
the proceeds to be applied to the con- 
struction of the new building. There 
are about 160 acres in the Hape- 
ville farm, and it is estimated that 
the sale of this land would provide 
much more than will be necessary to 
build a new home on the county’s 
lot referred to above. 

Mr. Etheridge explained that it 
is the purpose of the committee to 
provide better educational opportu- 
nities for the boys while they are 
in the reformatory, giving them 
some technical training also where 
this is possible. He brought out 
the fact that boys are dismissed 
ffom the home on account of the 
lack of adequate space to care for 
all who should be there. 

Dr. W. S. Gilbert, who is also a 
member of the alms and juvenile 
committee, told of the need to give 
the boys better training while they 
are in the home. ‘If we do not 
teach them something other than 
farming while they are in the in- 
stitution,” he said, “‘when they come 
out again they will be little better 
off, since few of them are going 
to make farming their trade.” He 
advocated ‘a half-day in school for 
every boy at the reformatory. 

Asks New Court. 


Judge W. W. Tindall, head of the 
probationer’s court, asked the com- 
mission for consideration of a new 
“juvenile court building, which the 
members agreed was sadly needed. 
The matter of recommendation along 
this line was placed with the alms 
and juvenile committee. Mr. Eth- 
eridge said that he would confer 
with Judge Tindall at once, and 
would formulate with him plans for 
some sort of relief for the detention 
-home. W. M. Poole, chairman of 
the board, stated that he would 
call a meeting at any time that the 
committee was prepared to offer a 
recommendation. 

George Maddox, in charge of pro- 
hationers, also appeared before the 
commission to ask for assistance 
in the operation of his office. His 
requests were also turned over to 


the alms and juvenile committee for | 


investigation. 
Home for Colored Girls. 

Alice Cary, president ofthe Geor- 
gia Federation of Colored Women’s 
Clubs, was heard from relative to 
the establishment of the industrial 
home in Fulton county for colored 
girls. She told of the need to pro- 
vide some place where young girls 
who spend their time on the streets 
and hanging around the stations, 
may be kept and taught to work.
